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ter fom Copenhagen, Jan. 18. 
Otwithftanding the revolution which 

happened here in the night between 
the 16th and 17th of this month is no fecret, 
through the many couriers that have been fent 
from hence with this important news, yet tne 
following circumftances deferve to be men- 
tioned : 

‘€ Ic is not true, as has been reported, that 
the Counts de St. Germainand Reverdil con- 
duéed this affair, but the Queen - Dowager 
Julia-Maria was at the head of it all. She 
breught over General Eiehftedt to her fide ; 
and, having founded Count Ranzau, and

found him difpofed to aé& againft Count Struen- . 


fee, who was his greateft enemy, fhe, by his 
means, prevailed.on Colonel Koller, and the 
officers of his regiment, which was on duty 
that night, to, join her party. The King was 
entirely ignorant of every thing that was paf- 
fing ; for his Majetty went from the mafked 
ball, which was given at Court that evening, 
at twelve o'clock, where he had danced and 
played at quadrille with General Gahler, his 
Lady, and Counfellor Struenfee, Prince Fre- 
derick, the King’s brother, was prefent at 
the ball, but not much attention was paid to 
him, and he did tot ftay to fup there. 

*€ At four o’elock the next morning, Price 
Frederick got up and dreffed himfelf, and 
went with Queen Julia-Maria to the King’s 

* apartment, who was afleep. They ordered 
the valet de chambre to awake thé King; 
when they entered, and told his Majefty, 
that che Queen and the two Struenfees were 
bufy in drawing an A@ of renunciation, which 
they intended to force him tofign. The Queen- 
Dowager and Prince Frederick ‘then told the 
King, that the on!y means he could purfue to 
prevent it, would be to fign orders to arreft 
the Queen and the others concerned in the 
affair; which orders the Counfellor of State, 
M. Guldberg; had made owt fome days be- 
fote. The Queen Dowager told the King, 
that, if he would not fign the orders, -fhe and 
her fon would; and, after fome converfation, 
the King figned thems In confequence of 
this, Col, Koller, and Captains Maleulle, 
Frank, and Eiben, went to arreft Count 
Struenfee , and, coming to his hotel, though 
the Coloné! had not the King’s orders with 
him, he told him his errand. Struenfee afked 
him, if he knew who he was? Koller an- 
fwered, he was ohce the Minifter of the Ca- 
dinet, but sow his prifones. Struenfee wanted 
to fee the King’s order ; but Koller faid he 
would anfwer with his life that the King had 
ordered him to he arrefted. 

*« The Queen was informed of her difgrace 
by a billet ; immediately after the receipt of 
which, Count Rantzau; accompanied by the 
Lieutenants Bay,. Pech, and Oldenbourg, .en- 
tered her apartment, “Fhe Queen was almoft 
cliftra&ed at her fituation; fhe threatened 
Count Rantzau that he thould lofe his head,

‘ficers, that,-if the Queen was fuffered.to go 


to the Kings te would ‘coft them their lives, 
Her Majefty, finding chat hef threats fignified 


_ nothing, faid that her condué&t had always 


been conformable to her duty, but that of the 

cers had always beeh againft it (refertinz, 
as it is thought, to a defign which was pro- 
pofed by Col. Nulfen, and other Officers of 
the light troops, taft fummer, to pafs an a& 
of renunciation, if fie would have agreed to 
it). Count Rantzau put her into a carriage, 
and fhe was conduéted under an efcorte of 
30 dragoons to Kronenhourg. 

‘© Prince Frederic is regarded at prefent 
as Prime Minifter, and the Queen Dowager 
holds the reins of governmeat.—A ‘report 
having been circulated that fomte accident had 
happened to the King, his Majefty, attended 
by the Queen- Dowager and Prince Frederick, 
fhewed himfelf at the window. At noon, the 
King, attended by the Hereditary Prince, 
went in a coach through the principal ftreets, 
amidft the acclammations of the people. 1 
the afternoon the King held a Court, and i 
the evening the city was illuminated. 
ee During the late revolution, the people 
having pillaged above 60 houfes, a royal ord- 
nance was publifhed to‘ put a ftop to fuch dif: 
orders.—Count Ranzav, Col. Koller, Gen, 
Eichftedt, ahd all the other Officers, who exe- 
cuted the King’s orders for this night, have 
been promoted.”

= N the 17th inft. her Majeity the 
Queen, with the young Princefs and 
Lady Moyftya, under'a guard of 30 dragoons, 
were conducted to the fortrefs of Kronenbourg, 
The Counts Struenfee and Brandt,. the Coun- 
fellor Struenfee, General Gahler and _ his La- 
dy, are likewife fent to prifon.

The motion was carried. 

‘The orders for the day were then 
sead, the firft of which was for the 
attendance of Mr. Wilkes. 

Sir -f-b M-w--y. When I made 
the motion originally for the atten- 
dance of Mr. Wilkes, I had never 
communicated my intention to him, 
nor had any converfation with him 
upon the fubje&t: but I knew, that 
in what was alledged as a crime a- 
gainft the Chief Magiftrate he had 
a principal fhare ; that he had not 
only affifted in the commitment of 
the Meffenger, but that he advifed 
the meafure; and I knew, in general, 
that he was defirous of diftinguifhing 
himfelf, at whatever rifk, in the de- 
fence of publick liberty, whenever 
he thought it infringed :. yet I per- 
ceived, that Gentlemen, who affect- 
ed to feel fo much for the violated 
honoar of the Houfe, were difpofed 
totake notthe leaftnotice of the perfon 
who was principal in the wrong.

bat when I came to attend my duty 

here, this letter from him, directed to 

the Speaker, was put into my hand 

in the lobby, by a perfon whom he 

had fent with it for that purpofe. It 

is now unopened, and I was defired 

to deliver it to the Speaker in the 

name of Mr. Wilkes. ‘I deliver it 

according'y, and defire that it may 

be read. 

_ Sir F----b-r N.-t-m. Twill notre. 

ceive the letter, nor fhallitnowberead. 

It ought to havebeen delivered tome 

earlier in the day ; and to deliver it 

now,is a perfonal difrefpect tome, atid 

an indignity offered to the Houfe, 

for which, I fubmit it, whether the 

Hon. Gentleman does not deferve 

reprehenfion. How can I tell whe- 

ther the letter be, or be not proper 

to be communicated to the Houfe till 

I have read it? I have lately receiv. 

ed many letters, the contents of 
which have been very improper ; 

if I had given them to the Houfe, I 

fhould have been culpable : and, as 

it was not thought fit to commu- 

nicate this to me, at a time, and in 

a fituation, when I might judge of 
its propriety, it fhall not be opened. ° 

During this fpeech, there was a 
confufed noife made by one party, 
and the words bear ! bear! were pro- 
nounced with great vehemence by 
the other, as approving the rebuke 
of the Speaker to Sir Jofeph. Mr. 
D-f-n objeéted to the reading the 
letter; and then Sir J-f--h, feeing a 
general difpofition to cenfure his 
conduét, faid :

Iam afraid, S-r, 
it is.too manifeft, that nothing is 
intended by the Hon. Gent'emaa 
who has delivered the letter, and 
his party, but delay. My Lord 

ayor’s indifpefiion is to put off 
our bafinefs for a day ; thenthe bu- 
fiefs of the two Aldermen is to be 
taken into confideration. But there 
is a collateral point to be car- 
ried ; the worthy Alderman and Mr, 
Wilkes are afraid of being forgotten 
by their friends the mob, and they 
Want to treat them ‘with another 
holiday : They can be made con- 
fpicuons only by our notice, and it 
is only by our notice that the Great 

Patriot con be preferved from total 
Obloguy and contempt. Iam, there-

fore, of opinion, that we tho 
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dgive 
ourfelves no trouble about them. 
Qur proceeding againft them, will 
be at- once an injury to us, and a 
benefit to them ; it may make a 
a prorogation neceflary, which is 
what they want. to bsing on, and 
what we ought to avoid I hore, 
therefore, we fhall proceed in aiffert- 
ing our privileges without delay. 

Lord Fohn C ---djo. 1 do not 
rife up to fay a word about the let- 
ter ; for the reading or not reading 
it are to me perfectly indifferent .: 
buat I rife up to remind Gentlemen 
who talk of delay, that our other 
bufinefs’ is interrupted by a fubjec 
which they have brought before us, 
and of which, therefo:e, I hope, 
they do not with to prevent a fair 
difcuffion. Our time has, indeed, 
been taken up ; but I fee no colour 
for complaints of delay. Tine Lord 
Mayor thought Council neceflary ; 
you deny that he ought to. have 
Council: a debate enfiies ; but where 
is the delay ? If Gentlemen did not 
think this bufinefs worthy of our 
time, they fhould not have brought 
it before us : if it is expected that 
we fhould decide, certainly we ought 
to have time to examine.

wery exiftence, as wel} as the ho- 
nour of Parliament ; and we ought 
immediately to take it into confide- 
ration. 

Mr. C-v-nd fo. I {peak to order, 
Sir, but [ apprehend it has not been 
broken by the Hon. Gentleman who 
produced the letter, but by thofe 
who have thought fit to cenfure and 

.interrupt him. I apprehend, Sir, 
that every man has a right to ar- 
raign even an att of Parliament, if 
he thinks it improper or pernicious ¢ 
for upon what, but fuch a right is 
the repeal and amendment of acts of 
Parliament founded. And furely, 
Sir, if a Member of this Houfe has 
a right to exprefs freely his fenti- 
ments concerning an Act of Parlia- 
ment, he can be under no reftraints 
with refpe& to a refolution of this 
Houfe. I think the Hon. Gentle- 


man had a right to fay what he did, 
Hefaid, that he thought Mr. Wilkes 
ought to attend in his place; and 


what is there diforderly or repre- 
henfible in that ? 
Mr. C--ri-s F.x. 1 {peak to or- 
der ; the words were not taken down, 
but it feems to be agreed, that the 
Hon. Gentleman faid, Mr. Wilkes 
ought to attend in his place; and I 
infift upen it, that in this expreffion, 
he was diforderly : for the Honfe 
has determined, that Mr, Wilkes has 
no place in this Afflembly. If the 
declaration of a fingle Member, con- 
trary to a refolution of the Houfe, is 
notdiforderly, there is no fuch thing 
as diforder. The Houfe fays, Mr. 
Wilkes has no place; the Hon. Gen- 
tleman, by implication, fays, he 
has a places. This is treating the 
Houle, fo at no Gentlemen treat 
each other, and the abfurdity of 
inferring a right to do this, from a 
right to obje&t inconveniences arifing 
from an aét of Parliament, as rea- 
fons for a repeal of it, is as grofs as 
the infylk. The validity of an A& 
of Parliament ie admitted by the ve- 
ry firft motion.towards its appeal ; 
and it is not its efficacy, but its pro- 
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iety that is brought into queftion: 
Bat what has now been faid, does 


not attack the propriety of a refo- 


lution, but iu efficacy. The Houfe 
has refolved, that Mr, Wilkes has 
no place here, and the Hon. Gen~ 
tleman does not fay that he ought to 
have a placehere, but that he has 
one; and if this is'net virtually a 
denial of the,power, and even the 
exiftence of this Houfe, I thould be 
glad to know what is. 

Sir 7-/-p> M-wb-y. If the Houfe 
is of opinion that I have been guilty 
of a breach of order, I am {ure I 
will not repeat it ; but 1 hope I thall 
be permitted to reply to fome things 
that have fallen from the Hon, Gen- 
tlemen who have called. me to or- 
der. The Hon. Gentleman under 
the gallery, faid, that I, attempted 
to read a letter after having dif- 
claimed a knowledge of its contents ; 
but, Sir, I infift upon it, that I never 
did, and never could difclaim a 
knowledge of its contents. I faid, 
that I had not feen Mr. Wilkes fince 
an order for his attendance was 
made upon my motion; and thar, 
wHen I came to attend my duty here, 
a letter. from him, direéted to the 
Speaker, was put into my hand in 
the lobby, and this is true; but it 
does by no means imply, that I was 
a ftranger to the contents of the let- 
ter, though the Han. Gentleman has 


_ thought fit to draw fuchaconclafion | 


from it. At the fame time that I 
received the letter, Sir, I received 
a.copy of it, in Mr. Wilkes’s_own 
hand-writiag ; this was intended to 
acquaint me with the contents, and 
from this I acquired the knowledge 
of them, Judge then, Sir, whether 
with this paper in my hand, I could 
aver that I did not know them. 
had doubts, whether the Honfe 
would receive theLeiter, and, if not, 
I determined to communicate the 
contents, as part of my fpeech. In 
purfuance, of this determination, I 
now acquaint the Houfe, that Mr. 
Wilkes refufes, and will ever refufe 
to attend you, upon any order that 
does not require him to attend in 
in his plgse. He fays, what you, f 
know 
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know, will.deny, that he was duly 
elected Knight of the Shire for the 
County of Middlefex, by a great 
majority, of the Freeholders ; and 
that he confiders himfelf to be the 
legal Reprefentative of that County, 
and therefore cannot attend till fum- 
moned as a Member. An Hon. 
Gentleman here faid, that he defires 
to take no notice of Mr. Wilkes or 
of Mr, Oliver, becaufe it will give 
them an importance which they can 
no otherwife acquire. But will not 
this argument have equal weight a- 
— taking notice of the Lord 

ayor. Will you reftrain this Ma- 
giftrate, and leave them at liberty? 
Shall they again commit our mef- 
fenger? Do you not virtually con- 
fent to their committing him again, 
by fuffering the commitment that 
they have already made, to pafs 
with impunity ? Will not Mr. 
Wilkes again releafe your prifoners, 
and enjoy the fame privilege of con- 
temning and difgracing you, whe- 
ther you affe& to confider him as 
above the law or below it? 

Lord N-r-4’s motion was agreed 
to. 

Another order of the day was then 
read, “¢ That Mr. Morgan, the 
Lord Mayor's clerk, do attend with 
the minute book of the recogni- 
zances.” Mr. Morgan was then cal- 
led in, and ordered up to the table, 
the book was opened, and the recog- 
nizance of Wiliam Witham, mef- 
fenger to the Houfe was read, upon 
which the Aldermen Oliver, Saw- 
bridge, and Trecothick, with fome 
others, thought fit immediately to 
withdraw.

The mation was feconded by Mr. 
C-l—t. ihe 

It was in favour of this. motion, 
that if M:. Oliver fhould be heard 
immediately, and: before the whole 
affair fhould com . before the Houfe, 
it would bring on, in fome degree, 
an adjudication of the cafe of the 
Lord Mayor, whofe defence would 
be precluded by a decifion on thie 
confequences of his aét, before the 
aQ itfelf had been the fubject of de- 
termination: that the Aldermen be- 
ing acceflaries only, they could not 
properly be tried before the princi- 
pal; becaufe, in that cafe, it might 
happen that the accefiaries might be 
found 3uilty, and the principal ac- 
quitted; which would imply the 

g offef 
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groffeft abfurdity. It was alfo ob- 
ferved, that the Houte being, ‘in this 
cafe, both party and judge, every 
meafure, which could contribute to 
the fetting the affair in the fulleft and 
cleareft ‘light, was abfolutely ne- 
ceflary. _ ve 

The motion, that Mr. Oliver 
fhould attend on the rext Monday, 
and be heard by council, was rot 
oppofed ; but Lord N—A faid, that, 
as the condutt of the city tended im- 
mediately to deftroy the very being 
of Parliament, the affair ought to be 
proceeded in with all pofible dif. 
patch; and that therefore he hoped 
the ficknefs cf the Lord Mayor 
would not be fuffered to produce 
longer delay, but that on Monday 
he fhould abfolutely make his ve- 
fence. 

Mr, D——l// then got up to {peak, 
but, not being attended to, he grew 


angry, moved to adjourn, and di- 


vided the Houfe; but it was carried 
againit him by a mjority of no lefs 
than 103, there being only 40 voices 
on his fide of the queition. 

Mr, }?——e [l!—s then moved 
an amendment to the refolution, 
that Mr. Oliver fhould be heard by 
council, by adding the words, ‘io 
as fych council do not controvert the 
privileges of the Hoafe.” 

Lord N---4 then moved to ad- 
journ, and carried it by a majority 
of 92. 

Monday, March 25, 177%. 
The Loid- Mayor, attending in his 
lace, told the Houfe, that, as they 
fad voted againft his council’s enter- 


ing on the very point to which alone 
he was defirous they fhould {peak, he 


would not call council. He then 
required the charter of Edward the 
Firft to be read, which, he faid, ex- 
empted the city from obedience to 
any fummons cr warrant, cxcept fuch 
as flould be ferved by its own offi- 
cers, which was read accordingly ; 
the oaths of Ald¢iman and Loid- 
Mayor purporiing, that they fiould 
prete.ve the rights of the city, were 
then alfa read at his requifition ; 


and then he faid, that, confiftent 
with that oath, and his opinion that 
the rights of the city were invaded, 
he could act no otherwife than‘ he 
had aéted ; and, therefore, appealed 
to the juftice of the Houfe. 

‘ Mr. El--s then obferved, that the 
privileges of the Houfe, which were 
now in queftion, were effential to 
its exiltence ; as, without them, it 
could ac neither in a legiflative or 
inquifitorial capacity. That to 
maintain the power of the Houle, 
was to (upport the caufe of liberty ; 
that its power, asa check uponother 
parts of the fegiflatare, had always 
been acknowledged by the courts 
below ; and that the crown, having 
no right to difpenfe with its privi- 
leges, could not grant fuch difpen- 
fation by charter, and that a char- 
ter being all that had been pleaded 
as an exemption from the privilege 
of Parliament, fuch pea was nuga- 
tory and fallacious. He allo ob- 
ferved, that the particular privilege 
in queftion, of reftraining printers 
from printing the debates of the 
Houfe, was eftablifhed by immemo- 
rial cuftom ; and then moved, that 
the difcharging J. Millar, who was 
taken up by virtue of the Speaker's 
warrant, fiom the cuflody ot a mef- 
fenger of the Houfe, for printing the 
debates of the Houle, was a breach 
of privilege. 

Sir G ~ e S-v-lle oppofed this mo- 
tion, chiefly upon a prefumption 
that the Houfe was not the true re- 
prefentative of the people; and, 
therefore, faid, that he fhould move 
the previous queftion, to give time 
to the Houle to revile tueir pro- 
ceedings.

*.* 0.D.’s Favour ts received, and bis 
future Corre/pondence earncfily requefled. 
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Actount of the Settlement of the Ma- 
‘“douines (or Falkland Iflands) dy the 
French, in 1763; and alfo of a 
Voyage round the World, performed 
by Order of his Moft Chriftian Ma- 
Jefty, in the Years 1766-7-8-9. By 
Lewis de Bougainville, Colonel of 
Foot, and Commodore. Extracted 
* from the Englifo Tranflation of this 
Work, by J. B. Fortter, F. A. S. 
4to. p. 476. . 
HE happy fituation of the * Malou- 
ines, (or Falkland Iflands) for a 
place of refrefhment or fhelter to fhips 
going to the South Seas, induced the 
court of France to form a fettlement 
therein 1763. M.de Bougainville of- 
fered to eftablith it at his own expence, 
in conjunétion with his uncle and cou- 
fin-german, Mefirs, d°Aiboulin and 
de Nerville. Accordingly, having 
embarked feveral families, that had 
been expelled by the Englifh from Aca- 
dia, with all proper neceffaries, M. 
de B. failed from St. Malo, Sept. 15, 
1763, with the Eagle of 20 guns, and 
the Sphinx of 12 ; and, after touching 
at the Ifle of St. Catherine on the 
coaft of Brafil, and at Montevideo in 
the river De la Plata, where he took 
in many horfes and horned cattle, on 
Feb. 3, 1764, he entered a great bay 
at the Eaftern extremity of the Malou- 
ines ; where, March 17, he fixed the 
place of the new colony, which at firit 
contifted only of nineteen men, five 
women, and three children, building 
huts, a magazine, anda fimall fort, in 
which an obelifk was erected, adorned 
with the king's effigy; and under it 
fome coins and a-medal of the king 
were buried, with a long infcription, 
and thife words for the exergue, Tibi 
Serviat ultima Thule. April 5, M. 
de Bougainville folemnly took poffefs 
fion of the iflands in the king's name, 
and on the 8th failed for France. 
Jan. 5, 1765, he faw his colonifts 





* Thefe iflands (the late bone of con- 
tention between England and Spain) are fi- 
tuated in lat. 51° 30’ S. but the author 
has omitted to mention, that the Erglith 
firft difcovered them. Capt. Davis faw 
them in 1592, Sir Richard Hawkins in 
1594, Dampier in 1683, and Strong in 
1689 ; who gave them the name of Falk- 
land Iflands, which was adopted by Halley 
and others. They were not feen by the 
French till 1699, when M. Beauchefne 
Gouin, a native of St. Malo, named them 
the Malouines. But the Englith righe 
feems now to be afcertained and acknow- 
ledged. 

Gent. Mae. Feb. 1772. 
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again, found them healthy and con- 
tented, and fetched them a fupply of 
timber, palifadoes, and young trees, 
fiom the Streights of Magellan, the 
Malouines affording no wood. Com. 
Byron went there in his way to the 
South Seas. M. de B. Jeft the Ma- 
louines April 24, the colony thea con- 
fifting of 24 perfons. 

The Eagle was fent back to thofe- 
iflands in 1765, and the king fent with 
her the Etoile ftore-fhip, with provi- 
fions and new colonifts. Houfes (of 
fods) were now built, and alfo maga- 
zines and fchooners; the European 
corn was naturalized, the cattle in- 
creafed, and the inhabitants amounted 
torso. Com. Byron, who landed to 
the weltward of the French fettlement, 
in a port which they had named Port 
de la Croifade, and the Englith Pore 
Egmont, having taken poffeffion of 
thofe iflands for the crown of England, 
(fays M. de B.) ‘¢ without leaving a 
“¢ tingle inhabitant there,”’ the Eng- 
lith, in 1766, fenta colony thither; and 
Capt. Macbride, of the Jafon frigate, 
came to the French fettlement in the 
beginning of December, and vilited the 
governor. 

The Malouines, however, being 
claimed by Spain, her right was ac- 
knowledged by the king of France, and 
M. de Bougainville received orders to 
deliver up the fettlement to the Spa- 
niards, and to proceed to the Eaft-In- 
dies, ay crofling the South Seas be- 
tween the Tropics. On this expedi- 
tion he fet fail from Nantes, Nov. 155 
1766, in the Boudeufe frigate, of 26 
guns and 200 men; the Evoile flore- 
fhip having orders to join him at the 
Malouines. His fhip heing damaged 
in a ftorm, he was +s into Breft, 
Nov. 21, trom whence he departed 
Dec.5. The Prince of Naflau-Sieghen 
went as a volunteer in this expedition, 
Jan. 8, 1767, he paffed the line ; and 
on the ‘31ft anchored in Montevideo 
Bay, inthe Riode la Plata, a Spanith 
fettlement on the north fide of that ri- 
ver. Here he found two Spanifh fe 
pates, which were to take poffeflion 
of the Malouines. After concerting 
proper meafures with (the fince famous) 
Don Francifco Buccarelli, the gover- 
nor- general, at Buenos Ayres, M. de 
B. in company with the Spanihh fri- 
gates, weighed for Montevideo Feb, 
28, andon March 23 anchored in the 
great bay of the Malouines, April 1, 
he delivered up the fettlement to the 

Spaniards 
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Spaniardst. Some families remained, 
with the king's leave, under the Spa- 
nifh government ; the reft failed in the 
frigates to Montevideo. The king of 
Spain, receiving all the thips, boats, 
ftores, &c. reimburfed the fettlers 
603,000 livres, which they had ex- 
pended. The author has annexed the 
natural hiftory of th:fe iflands, tor 
which we mutt refer to the work icfelf; 
and concludes his obfervations with 
applying to them what Puffendorff fays 
of Ireland, which is fituated nearly in. 
the fame latitude in the Northen hemi- 
{phere that the Malouines are in the 
Southern, viz. ‘* That this ifland is 
‘* pleafant on account of the healthi- 
“¢ nefs and ferenity of the air, and be- 
‘¢ caufe heat and cold are never excef- 
** five there, The land being well di- 
«vided by lakes and rivers, offers 
*¢ great plains covered with excellent 
«¢ pafture; has no venomous creatures ; 
“its lakes and rivers abound with 
“¢ fith, &c.” 
fter waiting for the Etoile in vain 
till the end of May, M. deB. fet-fail, 
jure 2, for Rio Janeiro, that being 
appointed as a rendezvous. He an- 
chored there the 21ft, and there found 
the Etoile, which arrived fix days be- 
fore ; but, for want of provifions, he 
was obliged to return to Rio de la Pla- 
ta. The Count d’Acunha, Viceioy 
of Brafil, was at firft very courteous to 
the French, but foon after changed 
his condu& ; and, on account of their 
being allies of the Spaniards, againi 
whom he had juft commenced hoftili- 
ties at Rio Grande, treated them as ill 
as his fucceffor treated the Englith Phi- 
Jofophers in Nov. 1768}. M. de B. 
weighed anchor from Rio Janeiro July 
34, and onthe 31ft anchored a fecond 
time in the bay of Montevideo. Or. 
devs had then been juft received fiom 
Spain to arreft all the Jefuits and feize 
their effi&ts, and accordingly forty fa- 
thers had been fentaway. A circum- 
fantial account is given of this tranf- 
a@tion, and alfo of the miffions in Pa- 
saguay, in which are many curious 
pa:ticuiars that cannot be abridged. 
The «quinox bring paffed, and the 
Etoile, wnich was leaky, having been 
fully repaired at Baragan, (higher up 
the 1iver) M. de B. failed from Mon-

tevideo, Nov. 24. On Dec. 2, he got 
fight of Cape Virgins §,_ which forms 
the northern entrance of the Streights 
of Magelian, and foon after of Terra 
del Fuego. On the 8th, being then in 
Poffeffion Bay, they difcovered fome 
Patagonians, and alfo about 20 men 
on the oppofite coaft of ‘Terra del Fue- 
go, which has hitherto beea fuppofed 
uninhabited. Thefe-laft he deicribes 
as very courteous and humane, parti- 
cularly (as the Spaniards informed 
him) to the crew of La Conception, 
which was wrecked there in 1765, 
With the Patagonians he had an inter 
view in Boucault’s Bay ; but for tha¢ 
we refer to the extraét here annexed, 
Omitting the various anchorings in thefe 
dangerous ftraits, and the various nau. 
tical and aftronomical obfervations, 
(which are only ufeful to navigators), 
it is {ufficient for us to mention, that, 
in fifty-two days fail, M. de B. cleared 
the ftraits, and had a view: of the Jatt 
land, which is Cape Viétory on the 
North, and Cape Pillar on the South 
fide. The whole length of the freight 
is 114 leagues; and, notwithftanding 
its difficulties, our voyager advifes this 
courfe, in preference to. that round 
Cape Horn, from September to the 
end of March. When he left the 
fireights, he had not a fick perfon on 
board |]. Being prevented by the S. 
and §. E. winds from touching at the 
ifland of Juan Fernandez, after an in- 
effeétual fearch for Davis’s land, feen 
by an Englifhman of that name in 1686, 
between 27 and 28° S. lat. and fought 
for in vain by Roggewein, a Mecklen- 
burgher, in 1722 ;. on March 22, 
M. de B. faw four little ifles, which 
he named the Four Facardins; and 
foon afier difcovered a finall, fertile, 
but inacceffible ifland, which, though 
but a league in diameter, had inhabi- 
tants, and which, from their hoftile; 
warlike appearance, he named the 
Ifland of Spearmen. He then faw a 
clutter of low iflands almoft drowned, 
which he called the Dangerous Archi- 
pelago. On March 3, he began with 
great fuccefs to make ufe of the diftil- 
ling apparatus of M. Poiffonnier, 
witch deprived the fea-water of its {alt, 
making above a barrel of freth water

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fy night; and April 4, being near 
ruitful, inhabited ifland, named 
Faiti, orrather Otahitee *, he entered 
into an amieable traffic with the natives, 
who, in more than too canoes, laden 
with cocoa-nuts, bananas, &c. foon 
furrounded the fhips, without ventu- 
ring, howcver, tocome on board. On 
’ the fhips anchoring, two days after, 
the Indians grew more bold, the fe- 
males not excepted, who in beauty are 
equal to moft Europeans; and the 
geftures of a young girl, in particular, 
who came on board, were nothing lefs 
than equivocal. On M. de B.’s land- 
ing, he was received by the chief of 
the diftri&, named Ereti; and during 
this vifit he was entertained with a ten- 
der Anacreontic fong, flowly fung by 
one Indian reclining under a tree, to 
the tune of a flute which another blew 
with his nofe: a delightful fcene, and 
worthy the pencil of a Boucher! Four 
iflanders, with great confidence, fup- 
ped and lay on board, where they, in 
return, were entertained with mufic 
and fireworks; to them the fource of 
furprife mixed with horror! Ereti the 
next day brought on board a boar, 
with a piftol which one of his people 
had ftolen from a French officer. On 
M. de B."s preparing to form a camp 
for his fick on fhore, the chief at firit 
oppofed it, but at length confented, on 
condition that the French fhould ftay 
only eighteen days, in token of which 
M. de B. gave him as many little 
fiones. After that, Ereti and his peo- 
pie thewed the French the utmoft cour- 
tefy and kindnefs, he himfelf fleeping 
in their tents, dire€ting them where to 
cut wood, &c. fo that they had nothing 
but thieving to guard avainft, as Eu- 
rope itfelf {carce furnifhes more expert 
filchers. ‘The meadows, covered with 
fruit-trees, and interfeéted with rivu- 
lets, with here and there a cafcade, are 
compared by our author to the garden 
of Eden. In return for their hofpita- 
lity, M. de B. improved their planta- 
tions, by fowing there all forts of Eu- 
ropean corn, pot-herbs, &c. Though 
fome of the French foldiers, during 
their ftay, killed or wounded three or 
four of the natives, which juftly alarm- 
ed and terrified the reft, M. de B. by 
putting four of his men in irons in pre- 
fence of Ereti, fucceeded in pacifying 
and contenting thefe friendly people;

and, juft before the departure of the 
fhips, Ereti came on board, embraced 
all the French, thedding many tears, 
and not only fent them all kinds of re- 
frefhment, but prevailed on them to 
take with them one of his friends, 
Aotouron, the fame who had firg 
lodged on board, and who now was 
defirous ef accompanying them, not- 
withftanding the tears of his young 
wife or miftrefs. 

During their nine days ftay at Taiti, 
both the thips, having bad anchorage, 
were feveral times in great danger of 
being wrecked, and, for want of iron 
chains, loft fix anchors. M. de B, 
before he embarked, buried an aé& of 
taking poffeffion infcribed on an oak- 
plank, and a bottle wel! corked and 
glued containing the names of the offi- 
cers of both fhips. He fet fail April 
15. For the defcription of this ifland, 
with the manners and cuftoms of its 
inhabitants, we mutt refer to the work 
itfelf ; only obferving that the know- 
ledge of iron, which the author found 
there, he fuppofes to have been intro- 
duced by the crew of the Dolphin, 
who ftaid there a month, while the 
Boudeufe lay in Rie de la Plata, —« 
Aouri, the Taiti name for this metal, 
founds (he fays) pretty much like the 
Englith word iron. ,

draw myfelf owt of the world,

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“In mine to you, I wrote that this 
MSS. was wrote upon the fpott, viz. 
the place of treaty; and every night, 
after I had difpatched the multitude of 
letters and papers, which the duty of 
my place as Secretary to the Parliament 
Commiffioners obliged me unto, 1 
wrote therein the papers and occurren- 
ces of the day, and took care to com- 
pare every paragraph with the origi- 
nalls, and to my beit remembiance put 
an Examinatur to every one, I never 
gave copy of it, nor let it go out of my 
cuftody ; nor did I ever tran{cribe it, 
or any part of it, after the recefs from 
the Ifle of Wight: It was never viewed 
by the Commiffioners, nor by any on 
the King’s fide; but was purely my 
own hand-writing, being exaétly com- 
pared with the originals, and as { think 
genuine and true, except in fach litte- 
ral errours as the pen or haft might oc- 
cafion: And I find I wrote my name, 
Edmond Warcupp, Secretary, to one 
of the quires of paper which I fent you, 
without adding any thing of title or 
matter to the old manufcript, (when I 
now found it) leaft | fhould leffen the 
authority and truth of it. The pro- 
found judgement and piety of that 
moft excellent monarch, King Charles 
the Firft, appears throughout: And, 
when I fhail tell you, that he alone 
was permitted to argue upon the pro- 
pofitions, with that great number of 
expert Commiffioners, you will con- 
élude he muft be a great man. I re- 
member weil, that the dcbate about 
epifcopacy and church government latt- 
ed one cay about eight hours, wherein 
the feverall Commiffioners, by all the 
arguments they could fuggeft, endea- 

_ voured to perfwade his Majetty to agree 
to the propofitions, and that his Ma- 
jefty took the pains to anfwer every one 
particularly, and to diffeét the faliacies, 
and did fo fully convince their judge- 
ments, that in a body they rofe up, 
and told his Majefty, they mutt inge- 
nuoufly confefs, that he had convinced 
them, and the reafon was on his Ma- 
jefty’s fide; but they were fy bound up 

’ by their inftructions, that, if they could 

depart from the letter of the propofi- 
tions, they cou'd not depart from the 
fubitance ; upon which his Majelty 
replyed, Then this is a force upon me, 
not a free treaty ; to which expreflion 
no one of the Commiflioners made any 
return. “he world knows the won- 
derful abilities of that glorious mo- 
march, and therefore none can doubt 
but in all arguuents he filenced thofe 


many Commiffioners, when they durft 
recurr to their own reafon ; and many 
of them have confeft they thought him 
divinely infpired. So I thought alfo, 
which [ might well do, being before 
that treaty miraculoufly convinced of 
the divinity (if I may fo-call it) in his 
perfon. From my birth to the age of 
thirteen years, I was afflicted with the 
King’s Evill, fores breaking out in all 
and every partof my body; and fo no- 
torious a difeafed perfon I was, that a 
learned phifiian of that age requefted 
my father to leave me at his houfe, to 
the intent that himfelf, with other fa- 
mous phifitians, might dayly confult 
my cafe. There I continued a fad ob- 
ject for yeais, and fo macerated that 
my life was often defpaired of. At 
length, my father got me touched by 
that holy martyr, who put an angel of 
gold (coyned for that purpofe) about 
my neck; and within fix months after,.

When I came 
to Orleance, my fores and fwellings 
renewed, upon which I applyed to one 
Dr. Winftone, there refident to avoid 
the ftormes in England, who adminif- 
tred proper remedies; but they not an- 
fwerng his expectation, he afked me 
if I had been healed by the King; I 
told him, Yes: Where then is the gold 
he gave you? fays the Doftor: I re- 
plyed, In England. He in a fury an- 
{weied, my friends were puritanical 
and rebells, and would have no more 
to do with me, but bid me fend for the 
gold. I did fo, and, when I had it, 
ruobed the fores and fwellings there- 
with, which perfeétly cured me; and 
the fame gold does at times upon feve- 
rall occaGons, afford me much comfort,

The humble Petision of certain of the 
Clergy of the Church of England, 
and of certain of the two Profeflions 
of Civi] Law and Phyfic, and others, 
whofe names are hereunto fub{crib- 
ed, [See Vol. xu. p. 599.] 

Sheweth, 

HAT your petitioners apprehend 

themfelves to have certain rights 
and privileges which they hold of God 
only, and which ave fubje& to his au- 
thority alone. That of this kind is 
the free exercife of their own reafon 
and judgment, whereby they have been 
brought to, and confirmed in, the be- 
lief of the Chriftian religion, as it is 
contained in the Holy Scriptures. That 
they efleem it a great bleffing to live 
under a conftitution, which, in its 


original principles, enfures to them the 
full and free profeffion of their faith, 
having affeited the authority and fufh- 
ciency of Holy Scriptures in—‘* All 
*¢ things neceflary to falvation ; fo that 
§¢ whativever is not read therein, nor 
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*¢ may be proved thereby, is not fo be 
“¢ required of any man that it fhould, * 
« be believed as ai article of the faith, 
* or be thought requifite or neceflary 
* to falvation.”” That your petitioners 
do conceive that they have a natural 
right, and are alfo warranted by thofe 
original principles of the Reformation 
from Popery, on which the Church of 
England is conititured, to judge ig 
fearching the Scriptures each man for 
himéelf, what may or may net be pro- 
ved thereby. That they find them- 
felves, however, in a great meafure 
precluded the enjoyment of this inva- 
luable privilege by the laws relating to 
fubfcription; whereby your petitioners 
are required to acknowledge certain 
articles and confeffions of faith and 
doétrine, drawn up by fallible men, 
to be all and every of them agreeable 
to the faid Scriptures. Your petitio- 
ners therefore pray, that they may be 
relieved from fuch an impofition upon 
their judgment, and be reftored to their 
undoubted right as Protettunts of in- 
terpreting Scripture for themfelves, 
without being bound by any human 
explications thereof, or required to ac- 
knowledge, by fubicription or decla- 
ration, the truth of any formulary of 
religious faith and doétrine whatfocver, 
befide Holy Scriptuce irfelf. 

That your petitioners not only are 
them‘elves aggrieved by fub{cription, 
as now required, (which they cannot 
but confider as an encroachment on 
their rights, competent to them both 
as men and as members of a Prot: tant 
eftablifhment) but with much grief and 
concern apprehend it to be a great hin- 
derance to the fpreading of Chrift’s nue 
religion: As it tends to preclude, at 
lealt todifcourage, further enquiry into 
the true fenfe of Scripture, to divide 
Communions, and caufe mutual diflike 
between fellow Proieftants: As it 
gives a handle to unbelievers to re- 
proach and vilify the clergy, by repre- 
fenting them (when they obferve their 
diveriity of opinion touching thofe very 
articles which were agreed upon for the 
fake of avoiding the diverfities of opi- 
nion) as guilty of prevarication, and 
of accommodating their faith to lucra- 
tive views or political confiderations : 
As it affords to Papifts, and others dif- 
affe&ted to our religious eftablifhments, 
oceation to reflect upon it as inconfif- 
tently framed, admitting and autho- 
rizing doubtful and precarious doc- 
trines, at the fame time that Holy 
Scripture alone is acknowledged to be 
certain, 
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certain, and fufficientfor falvation: As 
it tends (and the evil daily increafes) 
unhappily to divide the clergy of the 
eftablifhmentthemfelves, fubjecting one 
part thereof, who affert but their Pro- 
teftant privilege to queftion every hn- 
man doéttrine, and bring it to the tet 
of Scripture, to be reviled, as well 
from the pulpit as the prefs, by another 
part, who fesm to judge the articles they 
have fub{cribed to to be of equal au- 
thority with the Holy Scripture itfelf: 
And, laftly, As it occalions fcruples 
and embarraffinents of confcience to 
thoughtful and worthy perfons in re- 
gard to entrance into the miniftry, or 
chearful continuance in the exercile of 


it. 

That the clerical part of your peti- 
tioners, upon whom it is peculiarly in- 
cumbent, and who are more immedi- 
ately appointed by the ftate, to main- 
tain and defend the truth as it is in 


‘Jefus, do find them(feives under a great 


reftraint in their endeavours herein, by 
being obliged to join iffue with the ad- 
verfaries of revelation, in fuppofing the 
one true fenfe of Scripture to be ex- 
preffed in the prefent eftablifhed {yitem 
of faith, or elfe to incur the reproach 
of having departed from their fub{crip- 
tions, the fufpicion of infincerity, and 
the rcpute of being ill-affeéted to the 
church; whereby their comfort and 
ufefulnefs among their refpeétive flocks, 


as well as their fuccels againft the ad- ’ 


verlaries of our common Chrifianity, 
are greatly obftructed. 

That fuch of your petitioners as 
have been educated with a view to the 
feveral profeffions of Civil Law and 
Phyfic, cannot but think it a great 
hardhhip to be cbliged (as are all in one 
of the Univerfities, even at their firft 
admiffion or matriculation, and at an 
age fo immature for difquifitions and 
decifions of fuch moment) to fubfcribe 
their unfeigned affent to a variety of 
theological propofitions, concerning 
which their private opinions can be of 
no confequence to the public, in order 
to entitle them to academical degrees 
in thofe faculties ; more efpeciaily as 
the courfe of their fiudies, and atten- 
tion to their practice refpectively, afford 
them neither the means nor the leifure 
to examine whether and how far fuch 
popofitions do agree with the word of 
God, 

That certain of your petitioners have 
rerfon to lament, not only their own, 
but the too probable misfortune of their 
fons, who, at an age before the habit 


of refle&tion can be formed, or their 
judgment matured, muft, if the pres 
fent mode of fubfcription remains, be 
irrecoverably bound down in points of 
the higheft confequence to the tenets of 
ages lefs informed than their own. 
That, whereas the firft of the three 
articles, enjoined by the thirty-fixth 
canon of the church of England to be 
fubfcribed, contains a recognition of 
his Majefty’s fupremacy in all caufes 
ecclefaftical and civil, your petitioners 
humbly prefum-, that every fecuri- 
ty, propofed by fubfcription to the fard 
article, is fully and effectually provi- 
ded for by the oaths of allegiance and 
fupremacy, prefcribed to be taken by 
every Deacon and Prieft at their ordi- 
nation, and by every Graduatein both 
Univerfities. Your petitioners, never- 
thelefs, are ready and willing to give 
any farther teftimony which may be 
thought expedient, of their affection 
for his Majefty’s perfon and govern- 
ment, of their attachment and dutiful 
fubmiffion in church and tate, of their 


abhorrence of the unchriftian fpirit of 


Popery, and of all thofe maxims of the 
church of Rome which tend to enflave 
the confciences, or to undermine the 
civil or religious liberty, of a free Pro- 
teitant people. 

Your petitioners, in confideration of 
the premifes, do now humbly fup- 
plicate this Honourable Houfe, in 
hope of being relieved from an ob- 
ligation fo incongruous with the 
right of private judgment, fo preg- 
nant with danger to true religion, 
and fo productive of diftrels to 
many piousand confciencious men, 
and ufeful fubjccts of the ftate ; 
and in that hope look up for re- 
drefs, and humbly fubmmit. their 
caufe, under God, te the wafdom 
and ju(tice of a Britifh Parliament, 
and the piety ofa Proteftant King. 

And your petitioners fhall ever 


pray, &c. 

[Sir William Meredith moved to 
hring up the above petition; but Sic 
Roger Newdigate objeéted to the re- 
ceiving of it, as it came fiom perfons 
who had done that which they repre- 
fented to be wrong, and which they 
wanted to undo. Lord John Caven- 
dith wifhed the petition to be brought 
up, and examined with temper. Lord 
North objeéted to it, as tending to re- 
vive the flames of eccletiattical contro- 
verfy ; and wifhed never in that Houle 
to proceed to the difeuffion of ortho- 
doxy.

Mr. UrBan, 


I your Magazine for Feb. 1770, 
you was pleafed to infert fomething 
of mine in the plantation way ; and 
having lately feen fome hints thrown 
out in the daily papers, that Govern- 
ment was going to fettle a colony on 
the Banks of the Miflifippi, I take the 
liberty to prefent you with fome cur- 
fory thoughts on that fubjeé&t. The 
ketch annexed*, is, in my opinion, the 
only fpot, where a firft fettlement can 
be made with any propriety. It lyes 
at the Mouth of the river Abbeville, 
on the banks of the Miflifippi, in about 
31 degrees of North latitude ; its fitu- 
ation the beft that can be for carrying 
on the trade’of that very extenfive 
country. Its diftance from Pengacola 
is about 80 or 90 leagues; and it has 
an eafy communication with that place, 
by way of the Lakes Maurepas and 
Ponchartrain, by means of veffels of 
fmal| draught of water, that can come 
within fix or feven miles of the Miffi- 
fippi, at all feafons of the year, The 
navigation from the fea by way of the 
Mifiiippi, “is not, indeed, above 60 
leagucs, but is more tedious and diffi- 
cult, on account of the ftrong current 
of the river, which intime of the floods 


runs at therate of 6 and 7 miles an hour, 


This mighty river, according to Capt. 
Pitman’s account of it, who was lately 
employed by Government to furvey it, 
is 2000 feet broad, and 60 fathoms 
deep, and carries this amazing depth 
‘and body of water above 130 leagues 
thro’ the country. It rifes fometimes, 
by floods, between 30 and 40 feet in 
perpendicular height. The lands here 
in general are flat, and fubje& to pe- 
riodical inundations, which begin to 
encreafe in March, and by the latter 
end of July fubfide. The fpot Iam 
now {peaking of is overflowed at the 
height of the floods, about a foot, or 
a foot and a half, a little more or lefs ; 
and muft be all banked in for planta- 
tion ufe, which muft make the form- 
ing a fettlement here an arduous tafk ; 
But then, this difficulty once over- 
come,- the country is, perhaps, one of 
the fineft upon earth, If the expence 
of making an advantageous fettlement 
here is the reafon that now deters our

# piopesly delinaated, 
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Miniftry from undertaking it, I do not 
fee why the fame reafon may not al- 
ways hold good, and fo the advantages 
that might accrue to the nation from 
it be for ever loft. Individuals, in- 
deed, can do but little in fuch under- 
takings, Combined numbers, with 
prudence and perfeverance, can do any 
thing. But, if Government, by keep- 
ing a garrifon at Pengacola, or even 
here on the banks of the Miffifippi, 
think it fufficient, without doing fome- 
thing more, to biing in fettlers tocultivate 
the lands and create commerce, I fancy 
they will be miftaken, and in the end 
find that a profufion of expence has 
been lavifhed without either benefit or 
credit refulting from the application of 
it.—And hee, Mr. UrBaN, I am 
going to hazard my opinion, in what 
manner an effective fetilement may be 
accompliflied. — I would have zooo 
young, healthy men, regimented and 
fent over at the national expence ; fome 
good engineers, and 4 or 500 handi- 
craftfmen of different occupations, with 
12 batteau’s of 42 feet keel, 14 feet 
beam, and 5 or 54 feet in depth, deck 
ed, to go with fails, oars, and gunter- 
mafts, to keep open the communication 
with Pengacola, It would be improper 
to fend out many women or chi!dren 
with thefe firftadventurers,which would 
onl; cead to create mifery, increafe 
exptuce, aud retard the work. Women 
and children may follow in a year ox 
two afterwards, when the place will be 
fit to receive them. The firit embar- 
kation thould arrive at the mouth of the 
river about the latter end of June, or 
beginning of July. —But, previous to 
their fetting out, the content of the 
Spanifh government fhould be obtain- 
ed, if poffible, and a contraét made 
to fupply them with lumber, and ma- 
terials for building, and an agent of 
that country fhould be employed for 
that purpofe. And, as boards will be 
greatly wanted to make an immediate 
thelter, and cannot be readily pur- 
chafed there, feven or eight hundred 
thouland feet fhould be provided at 
New- England, to be carried along with 
the new fettlers, who fhould be joined 
by at leat a thoufand flaves from 
the coaft of Guinea, as foon as they 
arrive.—Itmay, perhaps, beafked, Why 
white men alone will not do for this pn- 
dertaking? I anfwer, becau/eit has been 
found by experience, that white men 
from a northern climate cannot ftand 
the fun, in the hard labour and drud- 
gery of plantation-work, in the = 
eld 
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field in this hot country; neither can 
white men live in the manner of negroes. 
A negro-flave will coft his owner fcarce 
four pounds a year in clothes and food, 
and his labour will be worth fifte.n 
pounds ; here, therefore, isagain of ele- 
ven pounds ; but a white man cannot be 
maintained for lefs than eighteen pounds 
a year, and it will be weil if the white 
man is found to do half the labour of 
the negro. And this, by the way, 
may feive to thew how it muft fare 
with thofe who carry out white men 
from. England to work plantations in 
this fouthern climate. 
thus impo:ted, on their i2rival in the 
country, I would have baptized and 
regifiered; and a medal given them, to 
be always hung about their necks, with 
their name and the date of their bap- 
tifm ; and, after they had ferved the 
purpotts of government for feven years, 
be made free {ubjeéts (under fome lit- 
tle reftriGtion). During the time of 
their fervitude, a proportionable part 
of them fhould be given to planters and 
tradefmen, to encourage them to come 
’ and fettle in the country ; the reft may 
be employed in dykeing the lands and 
other public works. They fhould, 


on their obtaining their freedom, have 


a portion of Isnd in the country (as 
here is room fufficient) allotted them ; 
and, to keep them a diftinét people, no 
white perfon fhould be permitted to 
build, or make any purchafe, within 
their diftri&: their lands thouid be 
portioned out in 50 acres to a family. 
‘Thele peop'e, trained up in labour and 
hardfhips, and having had time to 
learn fome of our manners and ufeful 
arts, ‘would prove in the end a hardy, 
frugal, and iuduftrious people 3 and, in 
a country where the foil is fo rich, 
and the climate fo favourable to their 
natures, they would, it may be fup- 
poled, increafe excecding|y, prove loyal 
fubjects, and tafte with a true relifh 
that freedom and liberty we fo much 
prize, and te a laiting monument of 
the wilgom, generofity, and humane 
spirit of Government. Add to this, 
that, ifthe colony was to be proclaimed 
an afylum for ali diftrefied perfons to 
refort to, inftead of flying into foreign 
countries, where they are loft to the 
ftate, fuch a meaiure would greatly 
facilitate the peopling the country, and 
would leflen the charge to Government.

HE penal Jaws of this kingdom 
have been long complained of, but 
hitherto without effe&t. Now is the 
time, my Lord, to teftify your huma- 
nity, by difcriminating the different 
{pecies of guilt, for which at prefent 
there is but one mode of punifhment. 
A heart like yours muft have been of- 
ten affe€ied at the too numerous exe- 
cutions, which have occurred in the 
metropolis for fome years paft; and 
nothing but the confufion, occafoned 
by oppofition, could, I prefume, have 
hindcied your Lordthip from turning 
your thoughts towards a revifal of 
our fanguinary laws, which are a re- 
proach 
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© proach to>the nation. Punifhments 

mutt be inflicted, but they thould be 
adapted. to the degrees of guilt; and, 
as death is an atonement for the moft 
atrocious crimes, with what juftice can 
it be impofed for thofe of an inferior 
nature ? But, not to dwell too long on 
the inhumanity of thefe frequent exe~ 
cutions, let us look on them in a poli- 
tical view, and I am perfuaded they will 
deferve attention. Moft of the burgla- 
ries and highway robberies of {ate 
years, I am informed, have been com- 
mitted by very young men; many of 
them youths, who would, when fepa- 
rated from their companions, have been 


very ferviceable to us in India and. 


Africa; and, by fending them abroad, 
we fhould, in fome meafure, prevent 
the evil practices of thofe perfons em- 
ployed by the Eaft-India Company, 
who not only encourage defertion a- 
mongft his Majelty’s troops, but in- 
veigle innocent and ufeful young men 
from their families, who are never 
more heard of. 

Befides an alteration of the penal 
laws, I am of opinion, my Lord, that 
fomething may be done to leffen the 
frequency of tiefe crimes ; and, as pre- 
vention is much more defirabie than 
punifhment, I hope to gain your fur- 
ther attention for amoment. The nu- 
merous houfes of refort for thefe un- 
happy young men, where all kinds of 
extravagance and debauchery are en- 
couraged, and where they have a cer- 
tainty of turning their booty into cath, 
enable them to go on in their iniquity 
much longer than they probably could 
without thefe infernal afylums ; which, 
‘I am informed, increafe every year. 
To put a ftop to this increafe, and to 
leffen the number already licenfed, I 
believe a retrofpeét to the commiffion 
of the peace will be neceflary. I fear 
this is the fource from wherce fuch 
polluted ftreams iffue. If it be true, 
that many juftices of the peace in Lon- 
don and Weiltminfter, as well asthe 
environs, are venders of different fpe- 
cies of liquors, and that they are own- 
ers of many public-houfes, it will not 
be difficult to account for the protec- 
tion the occupiers of thefe pernicious 
retreats meet with.

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lity of them than yourfelf. Perhaps, I 
may be one of them; but I fhall_ con; 
tent myfelf with only giving you a 
hint of the plan, which I think may be 
executed, to the great emolument 0} 
the public. 

Can any thing be fo abfurd, at 3 
time when the nation in general, and 
the capital in particular, is diftreffed 
for want of the neceffaries of life, or 
obliged to pay for them fuch prices 28 
the poor can hardly purchafe them at, 
as to fee fuch quantities of the finel 
land in the kingdom a mere waite ? 

His Majefty, inftead of receiving 
any benefit from them, is at a very 
great annual expence in paying falaries 
to diffirent officers ; and, of the mul- 
titude af people claiming rights in the 
forefts, not one in ten has any real 
benefit from them: in fhort, they 
do not make advantage equal to | 
tenth of the value the property woul 
be of, if the forefts were properly ine 
clofed and cultivated. 1 know the 
difficulty that arifes from fettling the 
proportional value of fo many jarring 
and different interefts ; but, furely, dif- 
interefted and fenfible men might be 
found to liquidate each perfon’s de- 
mands, fo as to fatisfy every reafona- 
ble claim to the great benefit of the 
whole.

HE fate Revolution in Denmark 
will render the following extracts 
from the Lex Regia, or Royal Law of 
that kingdom, feafooable; and, by pub- 
Jithing them in your ufeful Magazine, 
you will gratify the public, who feem 
at prefent very little acquainted with 
the Danifh torm of government. 
I an, Sir, W.wW. 
Lex Recia ; or, The Royal Law of 
DENMARK. 
L= REGIA, i. e. the Royal So- 
vereign Law, conftituted and enact- 
ed by the moft potent and illuftrious 
Prince and: Lord, Loid Frederick the 
Third, by the grace of God, King of 
Denmark and Norway, of the Goths 
and Vandais, Duke of Slefwick, Hol- 
ftein, Stormar, and Ditmarfh, Count 
of Oldenburg and Delmenboift, fub- 
fcribed by his Majefty on the 14th 
day of November, 1665, which the 
moft potent and moft illuftrious Prince 
and Lord, Frederick the Fourth, by 
the grace of God, King of .Denmark 
and Norway, of the Goths and Van- 
dals, &c. has gracioufly ordered to 
be printed and publithed, on the 4th 
day of September, 1709. 

[In the preamble to this law, it is 
faid, that the all-wife God had referved 
for the inhabitants of Denmark the 

aireft \pportunity of giving a proof of 
their atiachment and ‘loyalty to their 
kings, tiii the reign of Frederick III. 
when all the werld might fee, with 
admiration, the chea: ful readinefs with 
avhicis they offered themfeives to ferve 
their country, and their king in parti- 
cular, whohad !o valiantly, with great 
prudence, defended his faithful fub- 
jects ; fo that his Majcfty did not only 

ut a glorious end to a bloody war, 
but did lkewife introduce a new form 
of government, advancing at once the 


kingly power to the highef degree of 
fovereignty. 

And this grand revolution was exe- 
cuted on the 16th of Oétober, 1660, 
on which day his Majefty was folemn- 
ly difcharged, by the nobility of the 
kingdom, from the obligation of his co- 
ronation oath; and, on the 18th, the 
ecclefiaftics and citizens did the fame, 
by paying public homage to his Ma- 
je(ty, in the prefence p pe Queen and 
all the Royal Family, and offering to 
him, and his heirs of both fides, an 
unlimited or defpotic power, which 
hoimagethey confirmed by a folemnoath, 

On the 17th of November following, 
the three States of the kingdom were 
made acquainted, by a public inftrue 
ment, that the king was for ever dif- 
charged from his coronation oath 3 
and that the original inftrument, fign- 
ed by his Majefty upon that occafion, 
or any counterpart thereof, thoyld be 
declared null, and of no effeét. 

And, to givea finifhing ftroke to this 
‘great work, the year following, there 
was an inftrument prepared, called an 
A& of Hereditary Right, or Abfolute 
Power, which was figned and fealed 
by the principal inhabitants of the 
kingdom, whether citizens, lerds, or 
ecclefiaftics, viz. it was fignedin Den- 
mark the roth of January, 1661, in 
Norway the 7th of Auguft the fame 
year, in Iceland the 28h of July, 1662, 
and in the ifland of Feroe on the 14th 
of Auguft of the firft year : In which 
inftrument they did not only, for theme 
felves and pofterity, confirm all that 
had been tranfa&ed by their fellow- 
fubjects, with relation to the hereditary 
fucceflion ; but did offer to his Majefty, 
and his heirs for ever, an abfolute 
power and authority to introduce what 
form of government he, in his great 
wifdom, fhould judge proper, and like- 
wife to regulate the fucceffion in his 
Royal Family according to his own 
royal difcretion. 

In confequence of this folenin a&t of 
furrender, his Majefty, cn his part, 
did not only enaé& wholefome laws, 
fuitable to the nature of abfolute go- 
vernment, and to the genius of the 
people; but did alfo preicrihe a Royal 
Law to his heirs and fucceffors in the 

overnment, for the preventing of all 
irregular proceedings, wherein they 
may fee the unchanyeable order to be 
objerved in the fucceffion to the end of 
the world. This Royal Law, in the 
year 1683, Chriftian V. did publi ; 
and, in the year 1687, did add — 
the 
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the Lew of Norway. But, as forthe 
Roya! Law introduced by King Frede- 
rick [II. and given out by him on the 
t4th of Nov. 1665, four years before 
his death, it is to. be looked upon, 
and obferved, by all degrees and orders 
of men, as an unchangeable, perfect, 
and fundamental law of the land. 

Which Royal Law isin fubftance as 
follows ; 

1. Seeing that all things derive their 
beginning from God, we, in the firft 
place, recommend very particularly to 
our children, and to their children’s 
children, to a thoufand generations, 
the worthip of the True God, as re- 
vealed ‘in the Holy Scriptures, and as 
fet forth in the Confeffion of Aufburg ; 
and that all the inhabitants of this land 
be protected in this profeffion of the 
chriftian faith againft all feStaries, he- 
reticks, and infidels whatfoever. 

2. The king of Denmark and Nor- 
way. hall hereafter be efleemed, by all 
his fubjeéts, as independent upon earth, 
acknowlcdging no power but God only. 

3- The king of Denmark fhall, of 
his fole authority, make, alter, and 
repeal laws, or difpenfe with them, as 
he thall think proper. 

4. All employments and offices, of 
what nature foever, fhall be difpoled 
of by the fame authority. 

sg. The king thall make peace and 
war, form alliances, lay taxes, and 
raife armies. 

6. The king fhall have abfolute au- 
thority over the church, and all reli- 
gious aflemblies. 

7. All ordinances and writs fhall be 
iffued in the king’s name only; who, 
if of full age, is to fign them. 

8. As foon as the king has entered 
his 14th year, he fhall be of full age, 
and no longer under tutors and guar- 
dians, 

9. The guardianthip of a minor king 
fhall be regulated by the laft will of his 
predeceffor; but in cafe the deceafed 
king made no will, then the queen, 
his widow, if furviving, thall be re- 
gent to the young king, her fon, ta- 
king to her affittance feven of the king’s 
chief counfellors, who fhall manage 
the government rity 4 them, deci- 
ding all controverfies by majority of 
votes, wherein the queen is to have 
two, and each of the feven couufellors 
one. All ordinances to be iffued in 
the king’s name, and to be figned by 
the queen, and the faid feven counfel- 
lors, 

xo. If the queen-mother is dead, or 
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married again, then fhall the next 
prince of the blood, if arrived at tis 
18th year, be regent, and have two 
votes as before. 

11. Butif the prince of the blood is 
not arrived at his 18th yezr, then the 
firft feven chief officers of the king 
fhall manage the regency, whereof 
every one of them is to have a vote, 
and equal authority. 

12. If one of the firft feven chief of- 
ficers dies, or by any other accident is 
re idered incapable for that high em- 
ployment, then another fhall " ime 
mediately elected. 

13. The regents, or guardians, thall 
not only promife fidelity to the king, 
but fhall likewife {wear to preferve the 
abfolute and defpotic power in its full 
force. 

14. As foon as the regents have ta- 
ken their oath of fidelity, they thail 
make an exaét inventory of all the pro- 
vinces, cities, fortrefles, jewels, mo- 
ney, and watlike ftores both by fea 
and land, as well as of the king's ex- 
pences and revenues, that it may theres 
by appear, in what ftate and condition 
the kingdom is at the time; and that 
they may, by this means, be enabled 
to give an account of their adminiftra- 
tion to his Majefty, as foon as he fhall 
be of age ; or elfe be punifhed for abu- 
fing the truft repofed in them. 

15. The kingdom of Denmark 
henceforth fhall never be reputed to 
wanta king; for, in that very moment 
that a king dies, the next prince of the 
blood is aétually, without any cere- 
mony, an hereditary, defpotic, or ab« 
fo'ute king. Neverthelefs, that all the 
world may fee that the kings of Den- 
mark and Norway do reckon it theig 
greateft glory and power to humble © 
themfelves before the Almighty God, 
and to be blefled of him, by the hands 
of the faithful minifters of Chrift, we 
therefore will and order, that the kings 
of Denmark be anointed folemnly in 
the church with decent ceremonies. 

16, The king fhall make no oath 
of any kind to his fubjeéts, becaufe 
neither covenants nor oaths can bind 
an hereditary abfolute fuvereign. 

17. And feeing daily experience 
teacheth Us, that the more powerful 
any potentate or monarch in united 
provinces is, the more fecure he and 
his fubjeAs will be avaintt foreign in- 
vafions: Therefore, We will and com- 
mand, that thefe our kingdoms of 
Denmark and Nerway, with all We 
provinces, iflands, lordthips, fortreffes, 


68 
&c, do all remain undivided in the 

offeffion of one abfolute hereditary 
bias of Denmark and Norway. 

18. And it is our will, that the 
other children do content themfelves 
with the hope of reigning when it 
comes to their turn, and with honou- 
rabie maintenance either in money or 
Jands, the incomes whereof they fhall 
enjoy for their lives, but the property to 
remain ftillin the kmg ; and the provi- 
fion, which fhall be made for the queen- 
dowager, fhall be on the fame foot. 

2g. That no prince of the blood do 
prefume to marry out of the kingdom, 
or to engage himfelf in the fervice of a 
foreign prince, without leave of thekings 

20. The king’s daughters and fifters 
fhali have a maintenance fuitable to 
their quality, till they are mariied with 
the king’s confent: and then are to 
have fuch dowry, as the king, in his 
wifdom, fhall think fit. 

21. The princes and princeffes, in 
the point of precedence, fhall take their 
piace immediately next tothe king and 
queen, and amongft themfel ves accord- 
ing to the proximity of their line to 
the ‘hereditary fucceflion in the govern- 
_ Ment. 

25. They fhall never fwear before 
any judge, but before the king-only, 
or by'one immed.ate'y delegated by his 
Majetty. 

23. And it is our will and pleafure, 
that as long as any of our male heirs, 
born in lawful marriage, are living, 
that neither a woman defcending from 
the male, nor man nor woman defcend- 
ing from the female, fhatl be called to 
the fucceflion ; nor any prince or prin- 
cefs by the mother’s fide have any right 
of title to the fame, as long as an 
prince or princefs by the father's fide 
ss to be found; fo that a princeis of 
the mafculine line fhall be preferred to 
a prince defcended of the female line, 

24. When the fucceifion falls to a 
princefs of the blood, fhe fhall have the 
preference who is defcendtd from an 
elder, rather than any other; and fo 
en, as long as any of the mafenline 
Kine doth furvive: but, when the male 
line is quite extinét, the princes and 
princeffes of the female line thall take 
eheir'turn, and the Mme order be ob- 
fer'ved in the fuccetti®m ; that is to fay, 
the male is to go before the female, 
ard the eider is always to take place 
of the younger. 

25. The queen’s hufband fha!! have 
ho authority in thefe kingdoms, how- 


ever powertul a prince he may be in.

his own country, *but fhall give the 
precedence to her in all things, and 
obey her, as the hereditary fovereign 
queen of Denmark and Norway. 
Thus have We, according to the beft 
dire&tion of human prudence,made pro- 
vifion for the future peace and profperi- 
ty of our dear and loving fubje&ts: but 
the beft-concetted fchemes- of human 
policy are itill inthe hands of Almighty 
God, into whofe gracious proteétion 
and fatherly providence We moft hum-. 
bly recommend our kingdoms, and allt 
our loyal fubjeéts, to the end ‘of time. 
Dated at our court in Copenhagen, 
Nov. 15, 1665, and figned 
FREDERICK. 


Mr. URBAN, 
MEURETUS, in a letter to Paulus 
Sacratus, (Lib. III. Epift. xxix. 
p- 667) mentions, in the ftrongeft ex: 
preifions of cegret and refeniment, a 
PLAuTUS that had been ftolen from 
him, on the correcting and emending 
of which he had beftowed the labour 
and‘ ftudy of no fmall part of his life. 
But, as your critical readers will be 
much better entertained with Muretus’s 
Latin than my Englifh, I fhall prefent 
them with an account of this morti- 
fying accident in his own words :— 
«¢ Accidit nihi his diebus quiddam, 
quod me prope ad infaniam adegit: 
certe quidem ita conturbavit, ut 
nunquam in vita cormotiorem fu- 
iffe me meminerim. Nofti, opinor, 
facilitatem:meam, et ut omnes, qui 
noian modo aliquam humanitatis 
pra fe ferre videantur, in bibliothe- 
cam meam admittere, eifque mea 
omnia aperire ac patefacere foleam.

ter verfed in editorial knowledge than

FOR the fake of my country, and 

the honour of the Englith name, I 
fincerely with that a thick veil could 
be drawn over the methods of acquiring 
fortunes in India for fome years paft,

as over the monftrous and unconttitu- 
tional powers, with which our nabobs 
in that country have been permitted to 
inveft themfelves. 

During the period I have juft hint- 
ed at, our Eaftern nabobs poffeffed the 
power of doing ill in a greater degree 
than perhaps was ever known in the 
annals of time; and let Bengal now 
declare how they have ufed it? 

In the year 1765, when the Prime 
and Father of Nabobs, whofe nod, like 
that which fhakes Olympus, could de- 
firoy the inhabitants of the earth, fhook 
his awtful brow, and faid, ** Let there 
“‘ be a monopoly of the neceflaries of

“and friends,” he figned the death- 
warrant for two millions of his fellow 
creatures! And when he faid, “ Let

I have known Bengal 
for many years. | have travelled over 
that country, when it was in reality 
the garde of the world; when the 
villages were large, populous, and 
flourifhing ; when the extenfive plains 
were covered with lowing herds and 
laughing hufbandmen ; and when the 
manufacturer fung unmolefted under 
every fhady tree.

true reafon was, I did not underftand 
it. As you have xow bronght it for- 
ward into foconfpicuous a point of view, 
and lay fo much firefs upon it, I will 
examine it a little. Av eclipf& you 
fay, is a real or apparent deprivation 
of light from the whole or part of a lu- 
minous body. Now, it is generally al- 
Towed, that every defini:ion fhould con- 
tain, at leaft, the genus and difference; 
that is, it fhould be clear and determi- 
nate, involve no impoffibilities or ab- 
furdities : But, accoiding to this melt 
excellent definition, if a cloud pafs but 
over the Sun, it will be eclipfed ; fer 
there is then both aieal and an apparent 
deprivation of light. Why, as you 
love to follow Nature, did you not de- 
termine under what limits eclipies of 
this fort happen ? Again, it is,a depri- 
vation of light from the wole or part 
Few people, 
I believe, wil] be able to find out any 
meaning in thefe words ; but, if they 
have any, 1 will be bold to fay, the moft 
obvious one is, that the uminous bod; 

is deprived from light. None of my 
readers, wiil, it is hoped, need a com- 
ment to fhew the ‘abfurdity of this. 
Laftly, this deprivation is, it feems, 
either real or apparent. | Here lies the 
grand point ! But then, to illuftrate 
in your own manner, thus to define, 
is as if fome novel geometer fhould tell 
uss that a fquare isa figure which hath 
four equal fides, and whofe four angles 
may be either all right, or otherwiie. 
And fo much for your curious defini- 
tion. 

You are right in what you fay con- 
cerning the difference betwen the dark 
and penumbral fhadows ; but this is 
nothing to the difpute between us: I 
ftiid you had erred by fomething lefs 
than the Sun’s diameter ; whereas, as 
you juttly obierve, Tought to have faid 
the whole. 

You fay that the limits coming out 
the fame, on p. 331, is a freth proof of

You are clever, Sir! So then, after

becoming lean by the feverity of the 
feafon ; and it’ is remarkable, that’ 
none of the birds of this country, 
which are not'good food for man, have 
the convenience either of the colour or 
choathing, Thefe birds are ftill very 
numerous 
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mumerous, though not in the fame de- 
gree, as when the country was firft dif- 
covered ; for Sir Thomas Button and 
his company, who wintered in Hud- 
fon’s-Bay, killed at Port Nelfon no 
Jefs than eighteen hundred dozen in one 
winter.

Of the Criminality of Kiting Insects. 
WE have received a letter figned 

Nicholas Gimcrack, requefting us 
to take from the news-papers what he 
ealls ¢ A difpute: refpeéting the crimi- 
€ nality of killing infeéts for curiofity.*

produétion of happinefs. Happinefs is 
good, and mifery is evil, in proportion 
to their degree, and not in proportion 
to the rank which the fuffering animal 
is fuppofed to hold in adcale of beings: 
and ull it can be proved that mifery is 
not an evil, except the being that {uf- 
fers can alfo think, it muft be admit- 
ted, that to produce mifery in an in- 
fect isto produce evil; and, if know- 
ingly to produce evil, is not to incur 
guilt, it is difficult’ to conceive how 
guilt can be incurred. What is the 
diftance, in any imaginary fcale of be-~ 
ings, between an infect and a man, 
compared with that between man and 
Deity ? If the Supreme Being has not 


thought the happinefs of man beneath’ 


his notice, by what argument can it 
be proved, that the happinefs of an in- 
fe&t is beneath the notice of man? Mi- 
fery can never be produced without 
guilt, except as a means of happinefs 
more than equal; as we draw out a 
foth to procure éafe, and amputate a 
limb to preferve life : And he who is 
difpofed to maintain, that the happinefs 
which avifes to the fly-catcher from 


making a picture of the bodies of thofe 
animals, which he leaves to perifh 
after he has impaled them alive, is 
equivalent to the lofs of being, and the 
fufférance of pain, which his aétion 
produces with refpeét to the infeét he 
has thus deftroyed, is capable of being 
taught better by no method but that 
which is ufed to teach dogs to fet. To - 
pretend, with the filly cant that is. 
fométimes ufed upon this occafion, that 
the praétice in queftion affords an op- 
portunity of adiniring the perfections 
of the Supreme Being as the author of 
nature, is a mockery and an infult. 
“‘ He will have mercy, and not facri- 
** fice ;”’ and to torment his creatures, 
under pretence of admiring his wifdom, 
is to break a law in honour of the le- 
giflator, than which nothing can be 
more perverfely abfurd, ?.

reniarkable in two particulars ; in win: 
ter, when every thing is covered with 
fnow, they become of the fame colour, 
and are probablypreftrved from theFal- 
con, and other birds of prey, by their 
not being diftinguifhable from the uni- 
verfal whitenefs which furrounds them, 
As this particular preferves them for 
the ufe of man, the other renders them 
more fit for it. When the winter 
commences, a new ieather fprings from 
the bafe of every one, which forms thew 
fummer covering ; it is of a. downy 
kind, and, adhering clofely to the ikin, 
defends it from the cold that might 
penetrate their other plumage, by which 
it is covered, This keeps tlem from 
becoming lean by the feverity of the 
feafon ; and it is remarkable, that 
none of the birds of this country, 
~which are not good food for man, havé 
the convenience either of the colour. or 
cloathing.

Of the Criminality of Killing Insects. 


We. have received a letter figned 
Nicholas Gimcrack, requetting us 


to take from the news-paper$. what -he © 


calls.‘ A difpute refpecting the. crimi= 
€ nality of killing infeé&ts for curiofity.” 
He fays, ‘ Inthe courfe.of this difpute, 
“two or three pieces have appeared 
¢ which merit prefervatfon in fome li- 
# terary colleétion ;* but we are forry 
to fay, that we cannot be of his opi- 
nion : the difpute is feebly managed, 
and the fabjeet of it imperfeétly repre- 
fented even in the very letter which re- 
commends it to our notice. - The dif- 
pute is not merely whether it is. cri- 
minal or innocent to take away the life 
of infe&ts, for the gratification of cu- 
siofity ; but whether it ‘is criminal or 
innocent to kill them by Hngering tor- 
ments, “That it is criminal in a high 
degree, feems to be capable almoft of 
mathematical demonftration ; for all’ 
morality muft rbe originally founded 
upon the prevention of mifery, and the 
produétion of happinefs. Happinefs is 
good, and mifery is evil, in proportion 
to. their degree, and not in proportion 
to the rank which tae fuffering animal 
is fuppofed to hold in a {cale of beings: 
and till it can be proved that mifery is 
not an evil, except tle being that fuf- 
fers can alfo think, it muft be admit. 
ted, that to produce mifery in an in- 


fe&t is to produce evil; and, if know- 


ingly to produce evil, is not to incur 
guilt, it is difficult to conéeive how 
guilt can be incurred. What is the 
diftance, in any imaginary fcale of be- 
ings, between an infeét and a man, 
compared with that between man and 
Deity ? If the Supreme Being has not 
thought the happinefs of man beneath 
his notice, by what argument can it 
he proved, that the happinefs of an in- 
féét.is, beneath the notice of man? Mi- 
fery; can never be produced without 
guilt, except as a means of happinefs 
more than equal; as we draw out a 


tooth to procure eafe, and amputate a» 
limb to preferve life: And he whd is: 


difpofed'to maintain, that the happinefs 
which arifes to the fly-catcher from 


mo. ge 


making a.picture of the bodies of hop 
animals, which he leaVes. to. peri 
after he has impaled them’ alive, is 
equivalent to the lofs of being, and the 
aitance of pain, which his aétiqn 
produces with refpe& to the infeé& 
has thus deftroyed, is capable of bei 
taught better by no method but that 
which js ufed to teach dogs to fet. To 
pretend, with the filly cant *that is 
fometimes ufed upon this occafion, that

under pretence of admiring his wifdom, 
is to break a law in honour,of the lee 
giflator, than which nothmg’*can ‘bé 
more perverfely abfurd, i ihe. ie 
The taking away life, though witha, 
out infliting any pain_that the takin; 
away life does not neceffarily imply, 
can be jultified only by .neceflity. This 
world produces animals in much great- 
er numbers than itcan fecd. To kill of 


‘be killed, therefore, is the univerfal 


condition of life; and if we did not 
kill fheep as food, we fhould be obliged 
to _deftroy them as vermin. To kill, 
therefore, is lawful as felf-defence; 
but to torment is unlawful, whenever 
it hasnot the fame fanétion: And, 
among others who are employed upoa 
earth, as the fiends are fuppofed to be. 
employed in hell, though without the 
plea of infli€ting torment as punifh- 
ment, are the wretches who {pend their 
days in living diffe€tions, in huntin 

life as it flies trembling and dgouieet 


from nerve to nerve, and infliGting mi< — 


fery merely to difcover the organs by 
which it is felt. No pretence of in- 
creafing fpeculative knowlédge, no 
chance of uncertain advantage to man- 
kind, can juftify this horrid praétice.

within little more than half a century, 
But, furely, knots, and ever-greeng 
cut irité the form of walls and animals, 
may be condemned for a better reafon 
than becaufe they violate Simplicity. 

e can, howevery recommend. this 
performance to every readet who cati 
perceive and enjoy the beauties of poes 
try ; and it is to be hoped, that thé 
ingenious Author will not long a 
to finith his plan.: The poem is illifs 
trated by feveral notes, and among 
them there ig an extraSt from the’ 
French Encyclopedie, whicli is too cu- 
ribus te be omitted. 

Of our word Bowlinig:gteen, they 
have formed Boulingrin, which is thus 
explained : — ‘* Boulingrin, N.S. in 
gardening, is a {pecies of parterre com 
pofed of pieces of divided turf, with 
borders floping (en gldcis), and evere 
greens at the corners and other parts 
of it. It is mowed four times a year, 
to make the turf finer. © The inventien 
of this kind of parterre comes, from 
England, as alfo its name, which is 
derived from Boule round, and Grin 
fine grafs or turf. Boulingrins are ei- 
ther fimple or compound; the fimple 
are all turf without ornament; the 
compound are cut into compartments 
of turf, embroidered with knots, mixt 
with little paths, borders of flowers; 
yew-trees;and flowering fhrubs. Sand, 
alfo, of different colours, contributes 
greatly to their value.”

The author of this piece has candid 

ly acknowledged, ina prefatory adver= 

tifement, that he cannot. flatter him- 
felf the fame applaufe will follow it to 
the clofet, Which attended it upon the 
ftage ; that it is addrefled to the heart, 
and not borrowed from any ether per~ 
formance, either with refpe& to the 

characters 
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characters or incidents ; and he hopes, 
that, ‘* if he for once efcapes the perfo- 
nal and unworthy afperlions, which 
writers, who hide their own names, 
fling on them who publifh theirs, his 
fuccefs will draw forth others to the 
undertaking with far {nperior requi- 
fites.’ He apologizes alio for def .éts, 
of which he feems to be confcious, to 
the following effect: ‘* If correétnefs 
is the chief objeé&t in view, though 
much may be avoided, little will be 
obtained, Nothing great can be ac- 
complifhed on a plain: turn. to Shake- 
{pear, and you find the Alps not more 
irregular than his genius. Had the cri- 
tics of his days marked his inaccura- 
cies with that illiberal fpirit which 
feemg referved for our time, the bold 
and daring fallies of the fublimeft 
Mufe would probably have been fup- 
prefled, and neither the great Aétor 
who has brought his fcenes to life, nor 
the clegant Effayift * who has defended 
them, would have made fuch difplay 
of their own genius in the celebration 
and prot: tion of his.”* 

The perfonal abufe, of which this 
author fo juftly complains, is the dif- 
grace of our age and country; and to 
complicate it with criticifm is equally 
cruel and unjuft. It is alfortrue, that, 
when the chief objeét is minute correé- 
nefs, there will feldom be pofitive ex- 
celience; not, however, becaufe pofi. 
tive excellence and corre&tnefs are ine 
compatible, but becaufe, where the 
chief attention is to exclude blemifhes, 
the produétion of beauties muft com- 
paratively be negle&ted. It has been 
our ufual practice to give the dramatic 
tory of every new theatrical perform- 
ance; but this would make a ftory fo 
abfurd and extravagant, that it would 
difguft our readers, and at the fame 
time injure the author, by exhibiting 
on'y the bran of his performance, after 
having fifted away the flour. The 
piece has be.n fuccefsful upon the ftage, 
and it has deferved its fuccefs ; yet it 
pleafes like a fairy.tale, and its excel- 
lence confifts in producing an intereft 
by the violation of Nature. But a 
. writer, who has been able to warm the 
“ heart and to melt it, in fpite,of impro- 
Dabilities perpetually recurring, both 
.with refpect te:charaéter and incident ; 
who has interefted the paffions in the 
caufe of virtue, and endeavoured to

4. ZOBEIDE. A TRAGEDY ; as it 
ts ated at the Theatre Royal in 
Covent-Garden. i 

THs piece is, at leaft, founded up- 

on the Tragedy of Voltaire, call - 
edThe ScyTHIAN. The ftory is this : 

——Seyfel, a Perfian general under 

Cyrus, had made many conquefis, and 

was in high favour with his Prince, 

but when Cyrus was fucceeded by 

Cambyfes, he withdrew from court, 

with Zobeide his daughter, being ua - 

willing to become the inflrument of 
the new fovereign’s tyranny. After 
fome time, he removed with his daugh- 
ter to Ecbatan, in Media. Smerd's 
was then Emperor, and his nephew 

Athamand, heir apparent to the crown, 

though contraéted to a Perfian princefs, 

became enamoured of Zobeide,‘and de- 
manded her as a miftrefs, threatening 
force if he was not gratified. ” 

To pteferve his daughter from vio- 
lation, Seyfel fled with her into Scy- 
thia, where he was not only protected, 
but carcffed by Hermodon, the chief’ 
of a canton, aud where he would have 
been content with ob{curity and peace, 
if he had not perceived, that the {plen- 
dor of his former fituation was remem- 
bered with a painful regret by his 
daughter. 

After fome time, Indater, the fon 
of Hermodon, became enamoured of 
Zobeide, and a marriage was, with 
the confent of all parties, agreed upon 
between them. : 

The Lady, however, though fhe 
would’not confent to a difhonourable 
connection with Athamand, and fled 
becaufe he offered no other, was yet 
by no means indifferent to his paffion. 
She confented to marry Indater, in 
defpair of lawfully enjoying-her firft 
love, to gratify her father, and as a. 
fecurity even againft her own paffion, 
which might feduce her to return once 
more into Perfia, and expofe her vir- 
tue to new trials. 

Athamand, in the mean time, felt h's 
paffion for Zobeide increafe, and, upon 
the death of Smerdis, fet out in fearch of 
Seyfel and Zobeide, at once & peni- 
tent and a lover, refolving to refiore 
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82 
him to his honours and his wealth,and 
to make her the partner of his throne. 

When he arrived upon. the bor- 
ders of Scythia, he requefted leave to 
mix in their rural fports, and obferve 
their manrers, of which he had often 
heard with admiration, as blending 
in ore charaéter the Hero and the 
Shepherd. 

The.Scythians received their new 
guetts with hofpitality ; and Athamand, 
with fome of his Perfian attendants, 
came into the temple, juft as the cere- 
mony of marriage had paffed between 
Zobeide and Indater. 

Zobeide, having got a glance of 
Athamand, knew him ; and, fainting 
with the confli& of paffion which his 
fudden and unexpected appearance 
produced, was cariied out. 

Athamand, among others who 
were affembled in the temple, difco- 
vered Seyfel, and, exprefling the ut- 
moft contrition for his paft condu&, 
invited the o!d man to return with him. 
The old man, however, knowing that 
the offersof Athamand proceeded wholly 
from his love of Zobeide, and that the 
was then irrevocably united to another, 
refufed his offers, and determined to 
remain under the protection of Her- 
modon, the father of his new fon-in- 
law, int Scythia. 

Soon after, an accident gave Atha- 
mand an interview with Zobeide : He 
paffionately expreffed his contrition and 
fondnefs, and ftrongly urged her to re- 
turn with him, as his queen. She an- 
fwered, by exprefling a tender regret, 
that his offers were not equally honett 
and liberal, while fhe was at liberty to 
acceptthem. The converfation became 
every moment more critical and in- 
terefting : fhe reproached him with her 
wrongs, and he urged her to accept 
his perfon and kingdom as an attone- 
ment ; and they parted in an agony of 
paffion and diftrefs, upon the approach 
ofSeyfel, whom Zobeide conjured Atha- 
mand not to importune upon the fub- 
jee, as their union was become impof- 
fible, and his farther a' tempts to reco- 
ver her could.only encreafe her mifery, 

A like chance which brought Atha- 
mand to Zobeide, in a fhort time brought 
him to Indater. A conference eniu- 
ed, in which the Perfian haughtily 
claimed the lady, and the Scythian 
firmly refufed to give herup. Rage 
and indignation animated their bofoms 

every moment with new ardour, and 
they determined to decide their mutual 
¢laims to Zobeide by the word, 
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In this duel, Indater was flain, 
and Athamand immediately prepared 
to carry off the lady by force. He was 
oppofed by the Scythians, and, after 
much blood-fhed, was at laft wounded 
and taken prifoner. 

Among thefe Scythians, there was 
a law, which required the widow, 
whofe hufband had been murdered, to 
take the life of the murderer with her 
own hand, at the fame altar where 
the marriage-rites had been performed. 
Ih confequence of this law, Zobeide 
was required to be the executioner of 
Athamand, She implored and expof- 
tulated in vain; and being told, that 
if the did not fulfil the fatal duty which 
was required of her, Athamand fhould 
be put to death with every torment 
that could be devifed, fhe at laf@ un- 
dertook the office, having firft taken 
an oath from the Scythians, that the 
Perfians now in their power fhould be 
fuffered to return in fafety to their 
country. 

She was then conduéted to the 
altar, a dagger put into her hand, and 
the victim brought out. 

The meeting of two lovers in fuch 
a firuation, may well be fuppofed to 
produce an agony of diftrefs rot eafily 
to be parallelled. To heighten it, 
Athamand declared, that he had al- 
ways fecretly intended to marry Zo- 
beide, but that for reafons of ftate he 
concealed his purpofe from his uncle, 
and mage thow of accepting the Perfian 
princefs, whom he had provided for 
him, and, in the mean time, appear- 
ances being ftrongly againft him, the 
had Jeft the kingdom, and taken refuge 
in Scythia. Upon this declaration, 
Zobeide declared her love for her 
Prince, and they tenderly embraced 
each other. As foon as they parted, 
Zobeide ftabbed herfelf, and Atha- 
mand, after a fhort, frantic exclama- 
tion, plunged the fame dagger in his 
own breaft, 

In the dramatic condu& of this 
ftory, as in that of every other, there 
is fomething to cenfure, and fomething 
to commend. The f{cenes are fometimes 
feeble and languifhing, fometimes for- 
cible and animated. The dialogue fre- 
quently paffes from fpeaker to {peaker, 
with an abrupt rapidity that gives it 
@ature and fpirit ; and the replies are 
fometimes pointed with an unexpected 
pertinency, which difcovers 2 whole 
train of fentiment by a fingle word : 
yet fumetimes there are trite phrafes ; 

and 
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and the heroine, in the utmoft agony 
of diftrefs, exclaims in the ftale cant 
of the modern ftage, What will my 
fate do with me ! The -charaéters are 
by nomeans ill fuftained, and the fitu- 
ation in the Jaft d& cannot be ex- 
ceeded ; yet, by fome occult defeé, 
like that which prevents a mufical in- 
ftrument from receiving the laft excel- 
lence from the utmoft diligence and 
kkill, it does not forcibly excite pity, 
either upon the ftage or in the clofet.

forrow, (the melancholy retinue of fin 
and houfe of clay) glory, and immorfal 
youth, fha!! be her attendants, and her 
habitation the palace of the King of 
King’s: This wiil bea life worth dy- 
ing for indeed! Thus to exift, tho’ 
but in profpeét, is at prefent joy, glad- 
nefs, tranfport, extacy ! Fired with 
the view of this tranfcendent happinéfs, 
and triumphant in. hope, thefe noble 
privileges of a Chiftian, how’is it pof- 
fible to forbear crying out, O Death !

Tueflay 18. 

The great Norfolk caufe was finally de- 
termined in the Houfe of Peers, and the 
decree of the late Lord Chancellor Cam- 
den reverfed, The appellant was Ed- 
mond Rolfe, Efq; the refpondents John 
Paterfon and Son, farmers. The ori- 
ginal caufe of action was the breach’ of 
covenant in a leafe granted by the appel- 
lant to. the refpondents, whereby they 
agreed to pay sl. for every acre of mea- 
dow, or other land which they fhould brealx 
up, that had not been in tillage for twenty 
years before their leafe commenced,  Pa- 
terfon ftubbed up ten acres of furze or 
whin ground,-with a view to increafe ics 
value. Rolfe fued for breach of covenant, 
and received 731. damages, with cofts of 
fuit. -Four years afterwards Rolfe fued 
again, and Paterfon let judgement pais 
againft him by default, which, together 
with the former fuit, amounsed to 548). 


- 
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As the landlord’s claim was not to reft here, 
but to be renewed occafionally, Paterfon 
applied to Chancery to be relieved, and 
Lord’ Camden granied an injun&ion, and 
ordered iffie to be tried by a jury, ‘to efti- 
mate the real claimers, as he was of opi 
nion, that the penalties were exceffive, and 
mot at all proportionable to the injury ; the 
chief/one complained of being, that the 
furze was intended as a cover for hares, 
On this enquiiy it appeared, that the ap- 
pellant’s eftate had received no injury; on 
the contraty, that the part complained of 
had been improved fix times more than its 
native value, and that the appetlant had in- 
fiftéd on three times the value of the fee 
fimple of the inheritance. On this ‘ground 
it was that Lord Camden ordered the caufe 
to come before a jury, of the benefit of 
which the refpondent had fuffered himfelf 
to be deprived, when he ignoran:ly let 
judgment pafs againit him by default, The 
Lords were, however, unanimoufly of opi- 
nion, that the Court of Chancery could not 
invalidate fpecific agreements, founded 
spon Jaw and cuftom, and therefore or- 
ered the decree to be reverfed. 
Thurfday, 20. 

At a Court ef Common Council held at 
Guildhall, the following motion was made 
and carried by a great majority :—‘* That 
the Right Hon, the Lord Mayor be defired 
to iffue his precepts for calling a Common 
Hall, on any convenient day in the courfe 
of the next week, for the purpofe of the 
Liverymen of this city giving inftruétions 
to their Reprenfentatives in Parliament to 
fupport the very important motion intended 
there to be made, by Mr. Alderman Saw- 
bridge ,for fhortening the dufation of Par- 
Ziaments,” The Lord Mayor declared, 
‘That he neither could, nor would, comp]y 
with their requifition, He referred them 
for the reafons of his refufal to’the anfwer 
he had formerly given them (whch fee 
above). 

Lord North acquainted the H. of C. that 
the had a meffage from his Majefty, which 
‘was read as follows:

Some workmen who were employed in 
the ruins of theAbbey at St Edmund’s Bury, 
found a leaden coffin, made after the an- 
tlent cuftem, exaétly the fhape of the body, 
This had been enclofed in an oak cafe, 
which, by length of time, was decayed, but 
the lead remained quite pe:feét. Upon 
clofe examination, it was found to be the 
body of Thomas Beaufort, Duke of Exeter, , 
Uncle to Henry V. and depofited in 
1427.

Tuefday 25. 

The BilL refpefting the Marriages of 
the Royal Family was this day read a fe- 
cond time in the Hoofe of Lords.—By this 
Bill, as it is now brought in, none of the 
Royal Family are permitted to marry till 
they are five and twenty, without confent 
of the King; nor then, till one whole 
year after tucy have named the perfon to 
whom they are defirous of being united; 
during which time, if either Houfe of Par> 
liament difapprove the match, and addrefs 
the King againg it, bis Majefty may put a 
negative upon it, This, fay the opp: fers 
of the Bill, is putting it in the King’s 
power to, change the Order of Succefiion, as 
he may for ever prevent, if he is fo mind - 
ed, the elder branches of his famti!y, from 
marrying, and thérefdre may eftablifh the 
fucceffion: in the younger. Be this as it 
may, is it not, in fact, converting the holy 
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inftitution of Marriage into a mere ftate 


contradt. 

Tuefday, 25. 

A Motion was made in the Houfe of 
Commons, That the Vores of the Houfe, 
relative to the Thanks of the Huufe being 
given to Dr. Nowell, for his Sermon 
preached on the goth of January, be read ; 
the fame was read accordingly.” A mo- 
tion was then made, that the faid entry be 
expunged. This caufed a debaie of no 
very great length. After the motion was 
made, three noted paffages in the Sermon 
were read ; they appeared fo very offerifive 
in the dotrine laid down, that the Houfe 
feemed to take the matter up with proper 
{pirit ; the comparing our prefent Sovere'gn 
with Charles the Firft, and afferting that he 
was endued with the fame virtues ; the re- 
prefenting the prefent Houfe of Commons 
as defcendants of thofe men whom he terms 
Enthufiafts, that oppofed the meafures of 
that tyrannic Monarchy, feemed to the FH. 
fufficient reafon for expunging the Thanks 
of that Houfe. ‘The Motion for expung- 
ing was carried withont a divifion. 

Caine on, at the Town-hall at Chelms- 
ford, the eleétion of a Knight of the Shire 
for the county of Effex, in the room of 
Sir William Maynard, Bart. when Jobn 
Conyers, Efq; of Copped hall, was chofen 
without oppofition. 

Wednefl 3, 26.
